The examiner acknowledges the amendments to claims 21, 22, 
33, and 34 filed on Jul- 1, 2004 (Amdt070104) . Claims 21-34 are

2. The examiner notes that the following terms are means-plus- 
function limitations covered by 35 U.S.C. 112, sixth paragraph: 

"exposure means," "contact charging means," "developing means," 
and "transfer means" recited in instant claims 21, 22, 33, 
and 34, No structure for the terms are recited in the claims. 
The only definitions for the "exposure means," "developing 
means," and "transfer m^ans" are provided by instant Fig. 1. 
The instant specification defines "contact charging means" as a 
charge roller. See the instant specification at page 19, 
lines 16-18, and Fig. 1, reference sign 3, which discloses "a 
contact charging means using a charge roller." 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

The rejection of claims 21-34 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) over 
US 5,430,526 (Ohkubo) combined with Japanese Patent 11-282180 
(JP'180) and applicants' admission that it is known that the 
variation of the rest potential is greatly affected by the 
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impurities in the charge transfer material at page 2, 
lines 23-25, of the instant specification, set forth in the 
office action mailed on Apr. 2, 2 004, paragraph 6, has been 
withdrawn in response to the amendments to claims 21, 22, 33, 
and 34, filed in Amdt070104, deleting the arylamine compounds of 
formulas (CT-1) and (CT-3) . Neither reference teaches or 
suggests a photosensitive member comprising a charge transfer 
material represented by formula (CT-8) as recited in amended 
claims 21, 22, 33, and 34* 

The rejection of claims 21-24 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) over 
Ohkubo combined with US 5,495,049 (Nukada) , set forth in 
CTNF040204, paragraph 7, has been withdrawn in response to the 
amendments to claims 21, 22, 33, and 34, as described supra . 
Neither reference teaches or suggests a photosensitive member 
comprising a charge transfer material represented by formula 
(CT-8), as recited in amended claims 21, 22, 33, and 34.
